CITY COUNSELOR HOLDS 


Says No Franchise Which City Grants Will 
Give It Control Over Rates, Service 
or Valuation.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. 
RESIDENT HOOVER said 
P today the fundamental 
business structure of the 
country is on a very sound basis. 

At the semi-weekly confer- 
ence with newspaper.  corre- 
spondents, the President said 
the best evidence of the busi- 
ness situation was in the high 
level of production and con- 
sumption of commodities. 
Slackening in the construction 
and building industry was 
ascribed by the President to 
high interest rates induced by 
the speculative markets in New 
York. 

The President said reports 
reaching him showed that the 
employment situation was good 
and that there was an increased 
output per worker in the coun- 
try’s industries. 


NEW FLYERS’ BEACON 


| SEEN 50 MILES AWAY | 


St. Louis Makers Declare That 
It Will Pierce Fog for 
15 Miles. 


A neon beacon now being dem- 
onstrated at’ Lambert-St. . Louis 
Field was seen last night from a 
distance of 50 miles by the occu- 
pants of a plane. 

The test was made by Robert 
Rentz, Lambert Field operations 
manager for the Universal Aviation 
Corporation, who reported that the 
beacon was visible from the plane 
50 miles east of St. Louis. The 
General Neon Corporation of St. 
Louis, makers of the light, declare 
it can be seen through fog for a 
distance of 15 miles. Similar bea- 
cons will be demonstrated at Kan- 
sas City and at the T. A. T. air- 
port at Clovis, N. M. 

The beacon consists of a 15-foot 
tower with an interlacing of neon 
tubes on the four sides. The light 
is bright red.

Judge Nolte, on learning from 
Noble that the five State fitiesses 
could not identify either Foley or 
Maguire as being in the gambling 
establishment at 6128 Easton ave- 
nue at any time, and the case 
would therefore have to be nolle 
prossed, said the affair represented 
a travesty on justice and should be 
investigated by the grand jury.

The Transportation Survey 
Commission this afternoon re- 
ceived City Counselor Muench’s 
opinion on the tentative draft of 
a service-at-cost franchise  ordi- 
nance submitted to the commission 
by its consulting engineer, R. F. 
Kelker Jr. The Counselor's opin- 
ion accords fully with the position; 


taken by the Post-Dispatch, that 
the proposed ordinance would not 


confer upon the city home rule, or 
any greater control than it would 
otherwise possess, over the street 
car company. 

The opinion holds that no fran- 
chise which the city can grant to 
a street car company can give the 
city control over rates, service or 
valuation, and that these matters 
would still be vested exclusively in 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

“My conclusion,’”’ Muench said, 
“is that under the present state of 
the law in Missouri, neither by a 
service-at-cost franchise such as 
the one submitted by Messrs. Kelk- 
er, DeLeuw & Co,, nor by any oth- 
er form of franchise which it may 
enter into, can the City of St. 
Louis deprive the (State) Public 
Service Commission of the juris- 
diction conferred upon it over 
street car companies by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission act.” 

The City Counselor said further 
that the service-at-cost amend- 
ment, passed by the 1925 Legisla- 
ture, “fails to confer upon the city 
any powers which it does not al- 
ready possess under its charter, 
but it restricts the freedom of the 
city by requiring the submission of 
the franchise to the Public Service 
Commission, and giving the Com- 
mission the right from time to time 
to make orders’ with reference 


thereto, and by limiting the term | 


of the agreement to 30 years, er- 
cept upon a referendum, as against 
the right of the city, under its 
charter, to grant 50-year fran- 
chises.”’ 

State’s Jurisdiction. 

After citing a number of court 
decisions, the Counselor's opinion 
says: 

“It will be seen from the fore- 
going formidable array of author- 
ities that the question of the Pub- 
ilc Service Commission's exclusive 
jurisdiction over every phase of the 
utilities included inthe Commis- 
sion act is fully established, and 
that franchise contracts with mu- 
nicipalities, and local regulations 
in any way affecting the service, 
have no standing as against the 
Commission’s right to make such 
orders as it deems proper in the 
exercise of the police power con- 
ferred upon it by the Legislature.” 

A state Supreme Court decision 
in a Sedalia gas rate case was quot- 
ed, to the effect that no contract 
of the city as to rates would stand 
as against the order of the State 
Public Service Commission for rea- 
sonable rates, whether lower or 
higher than those of the contract. 

“Obviously, therefore,”’ the City 
Counselor states, “no franchise 
which the city might enter into, ei- 
ther under the service-at-cost 
amendment or under its charter, 
could have the effect of restoring 
control over the operations of a 
common carrier, such as the street 
car system, to the city, and de- 
priving the Commission of its juris- 
diction. 

Doubts Validity of Act. 

“As a matter of fact,” the opin- 
ion continues, “I am of the opin- 
ion that it was never the intention 
of the Legislature, when it passed 
the service-at-cost (amendatory) 
act of 1925, to deprive the Public 
Service Commission of jurisdiction 
in cases where this form of fran- 
chise is adopted, and there is also 
some question in my mind as to 
whether, upon a test in the courts, 
the act would be held valid.” 

The City Counselor was not 
asked to pass, and did not pass, 
on the question whether the Kel- 
ker proposal would bea_e valid 
franchise for the street car com- 
pany if passd by the Board of Al- 
dermen. He was asked, as he 
states in his opinion, to _ state 
whether the proposed franchise 
would give the city the right to 
regulate service, to control valua- 
tion and fares. His conclusion is 
in the negative. 

The so-called ‘‘service-at-cost”’ 
amendment is the measure written 
by an attorney for Promoter New- 
man’s Kansas City strect railway 
company and supported before the 
Legislature by Stanley Clarke, now 
president of Newman's St. Louis 
company, and Bennett Clark, an- 
other attorney for the Kansas City 
company. The original “service-at- 
cost” ordinance, written by Stan-

| Three hours after Edward had 
taken $3 from a .able drawer at 
Mrs. Hewes’ bedside and had 
strangled her, he lost $2.50 of it In 
a dice game. Fifteen minutes lat. 
er the other half dollar had been 
spent for candy. 

This was the termination an- 
nounced last night by police of @ 
case which had all but been closed 
as u-death from natura! causes. 
For, although Medicai Examiner 
Gonzales eventually found that 
death was caused by strangulation, 
there were no marks on the body, 
and police had at first decided 
that death was caused by dropsy. 

Mrs. Hewes lived a solitary life. 
With $15,000 in four savings ac- 
counts, she lived on rent imoney 
and food provided by the Key 
stone Lodge of Masons. Women 
went to her to have their fortune; 
told and thus she obtained the 
money she put away in savings. 

Ran Errands for Her. 

Edward went often to wait on 
her, to run errands, and to receive 
small gifts of money for candy. 
But it was a totally different com 
bination of circumstances which 
forced an investigation of the 
cause of her death. The boy was 
not at first suspected in the least 

Mrs. Hewes had a Negro maid, 
Georgiana Spriggs. She visited 
the apartment Wednesday after- 
noon and found Mrs. Hewes dead. 
When Edward’s confession was ob- 
tained, she had been dead only 
about 45 minutes. Police called in 
by Georgiana had decided that the 
death was natural. There were no 
marks of violence. 

The maid, however, would not 
accept their verdict. ‘‘There was a 
lady here the other day and I 
heard her say, ‘Next time I come 
back I hope you’re dead,’ ”’ she said, 
and -caused police to ask for .n 
autopsy. Dr. Gonzales reported 
death by strangulation. 

Had Red Hair. 

An investigation followed. Mrs. 
Hewes had long hair of reddish 
tint. She had money in many 
drawers about the room, about $40, 
so police decided it could not be 
murder for robbery. 

But then they became interested 
in Edward. And the more they 
talked to Edward, the more they 
became convinced that he knew 
more than he was telling. And, 
finally, last night Edward con- 
fessed. 

“I was home to lunch and a lady 
wanted to see Mrs. Hewes, so I took 
her up in the elevator.” 

But Mrs. Hewes was asleep and 
the lady, presumably a client, left. 
giving Edward a 15-cent tip. Ed- 
ward was on his way back to St. 
Columbia's school in West Twenty- 
fifth street, when he decided to 
kill the woman.

HAWES ARGUES FOR 
COAL TAR DYE LEVY 


Missourian Urges American 
Valuation on Product Be 
Retained to Protect In- 
dustry. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The 
Senate today approved am increase 
from 40 to 45 cents a pound in 
the tariff on transparent cellulose 
sheets used in the manufacture of 
safety glass for windshields, 

The Finance Committee had pro- 
posed to raise the duty to 50 cents 
a pound. The vote was 48 to 35. 

Forty-five cents was the rate 

| fixed in the House tariff bill. 
A Democrat, Walsh of Massa- 
'chusetts, was one of those who 
pleaded for a higher rate on the 
/ product, asserting it was a new one 
being made in this country and 
that it had to face severe competi- 
tion with Germany. He said it was 
the first time he had favored a 
| higher tariff on an industrial prod- 
| uct but that in this instance it was 
/necessary if an American industry 
were to be maintained. 

Edge (Rep.), New Jersey, also 
favored the increasé, but tariff 
commission figures he gave to sup- 
port his contentions were chal- 
lenged by La Follette (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, and Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi. 

Harrison said he would not ac- 
cept the soundness of the statistics 
if they came from a man like Wil- 
liam Burgess of New Jersey, a 
former member of the commission, 
who he charged was a “tool of the 
ceramics industry” and had sought 
to “corrupt” the commission. 

Copeland (Dem.), New York, a 
physician, opposed the _ increase, 
saying he would not vote for a 
tariff which would lessen the use 
of this “life saving glass.” 

Four Finance Committee amend- 
ments to place on the free list 
chemicals known as gentian, sar- 
saparilla root, belladonna, digatalis, 
henbane, stramomium and ergot 
were approved, but an amendment 
to change the 25 per cent duty on 
iron oxalate and iron sodium oxa- 
late to 6 cents a pound was re- 
jected. 

Although highly controversial 
dye paragraphs will not come up 
until later, Senator Hawes (Dem.), 
Missouri, arose during the debate 
to make a lengthy argument for 
retention of the American valua- 
tion base on coal] tar dye products, 
one of the few items in the law on 
which American instead of foreign 
valuation for assessing duties is 
used. 

Hawes said he did not propose to 
have the great chemical product of 
his State “stricken to earth,” and 
served notice he would strenuous- 
ly oppose any attempt to change 
the present law. 

The Senate then approved with- 
out record votes committee 
amendments increasing the rates 
on amyl acetate, used in the manu- 
facture of lacquers and paints, 
from 25 per cent ad valorem to

seven cents a pound, and on hex- 
amethy lenetetramine, used in the 
vulcanization of rubber, from 25 
per cent to 11 cents a pound. 
Debate in Dyestuffs. 

Debate today extended to the 
dyestuffs levies after the farm- 
er had received overwhelming 
support yesterday in a_ conflict 
with industry over the rate to be 
fixed upon casein. 

This commodity, a product of 
skim milk used extensively as 
a finish for glossy book paper, re- 
ceived a tariff of 5% cents in con. 
trast to the 2% cent a pounc levy 
of existing law recommended in 
the House measure, The Senate 
Finance (Committee nad proposed a 
rate of 3% cents. 

Twenty-seven Democrats and 25 
Republicans joined yesterday in 
defeating 17 Repuvlicans and two 
Democrats’ and in writing the 5% 
cent rate tnto -he bill.

BANK HEAD CONFESSES 
EMBEZZLING $100,000 


J. C. Thornburn, Whose De- 
pository at Urbana, Ill, 
Closed, Surrenders. 


By the Associated Press, 
URBANA, Ill., Oct. 25.—John H. 
Thornburn, president of the Ur- 


bana Banking Co., whose bank was 
closed by the State Auditor Mon- 
day because of frozen assets, sur- 
rondered to police today and con- 
fessed misappropriating $100,000 
from the bank. He had been miss- 
ing since last week. 

Thornburn said he had been in 
Chicago since a week ago last 
Thursday “thinking the matter 
over.”’ He said he decided the 
only thing to do was to give him- 
self up and make a “clean breast 
of the affair.” The banker had 
been one of the civic leaders of 
Urbana, and is the head of a fam- 
ily. 

In a statement to State’s Attor- 
ney Roy Cline, Thornburn said he 
had taken $100,000 from the bank, 
the monéy being a part of $120,000 
which the bank held to the account 
of the Urbana Board of Educa- 
tion. He declined to say why he 
had taken the money or what he 
had done with it. He said he 
would make no effort to obtain 
release on bond or retain an attor- 
ney. “All I care to do now,” the 
panker said, “is get to prison. as 
quickly as possible.” 

The bank was closed when it was 
found to have frozen assets of be- 
tween $200,000 and $350,000, 

A charge of embezzlement was 
placed against Thornburn, but it 
was indicated he might also face 
additional charges before an in- 
vestigation was completed.

ills, Cal. : 

The maximum penalty which can 
be imposed on Fall is three years 
in prison, a fine of $300,000 and 
disqualification for any office of 
honor or trust under the Federal 
Government.

er having been out almost 
exactly 24 hours, the jury made a 
recommendation of mercy, but it 
has no binding-effect on the Court.

Distressing Scenes in Court. 

Distressing scenes followed the 
return of today’s verdict. Slumped 
far down in the big leather chair 
which had held his ailing frame 
throughout the trial, the 68-year- 
old defendant heard the pro-

QUIETER TODAY 


Considerable Buying of 
Standard Stocks at Low 
Prices Reached in Wall 
Street Crash. 


MANY OF SMALL 
TRADERS WIPED OUT 


Speculators 
Caught by Calls for More 
Margin — Those With 
Money Recoup. 


Speculators again crowded St. 
Louis brokerage offices today, but 
the panicky atmosphere that ac- 
companied yesterday’s wild down- 
ward market plunges was dissipat- 
ed when prices were higher and 
the stock market unmistakably 


? strengthened. 


There was considerable buying 
stocks at what were 
still accounted low prices, and the 
few who were able to buy at yes- 
terday’s lowest figures chuckled 
over profits. The chuckles were few 
however. Many nervous specula- 


_tors who had held on even through 


the difficulties of yesterday, got 
out from under today, and sold. 
Many other accounts reached the 
breaking point and were sold out 
before noon. The forenoon sell- 
did not equal the 
buying. me 
- The small speculator in stocks— 


‘the man or woman playing mar- 


gins on a “shoe-string’’—was vir- 
tually wiped out in the frenzied 


crash of stocks in yesterday's mar- 


ket, St. Louis brokers said. 

Many a shoe-string player made 
his exit from the market last Mon- 
day, when his broker called for 


_more cash or collateral .o protect 


margins, and, unable to raise the 
money, was sold out. But most of 
the small players held on until 
yesterday. In recent weeks large 
of small speculators, 
principally persons employed, have 


‘entered the market here on mar- 
‘gins, hopeful of quick profits on 
rising stock prices. 


The consensus of opinion seemed 
to be that the decline in the early 
part of the week was but tempo- 
rary. What made Wednesday and 
yesterday dark and even tragic 
days for many speculators was the 
fact that desperate losers, many 
of them with borrowed money. 
were playing the market for a rise. 
**In crowded blackboard rooms 
yesterday, one could see men of 
every class watching the ticker’ 
quotations. The smiles were few, 
indeed. A man sat motionless in 
a chair who, in the last 48 hours, 
had lost $100,000. Nearby was an- 
other big loser who had just put 
up $50,000 in securities to protect 
his margins on declining stocks. 


A Few Winners. 

There were a few big local win- 
ners, men with considerable capi- 
tal who, at the astounding lows of 
conservative stocks toward noon 
yesterday, bought from $200,000 
to $300,000 worth of stocks’ selling 
for only seven or eight times their 
dividends. 


The market had been oversold 
for months, local brokers s2id. 
There were vast piles of accounts 
representing “little fellows’’—men 
and ‘vomen on salary, stenogra- 
phers, soda clerks, bus drivers, 
shipping clerks. The calls began 
to go out for more margin money 
The little fellows began to fall by 
the wayside. They fell on Monday 
in scattered groups. They fell on 
Wednesday by platoons. They fell 
yesterday by companies and regi- 
ments, 


The crowds in the 

rooms 6f St. Louis brokerage 
houses began to grow panicky 
about 10:30\a. m. One could see 
men with strained faces shoulder 
their way through the outer fringe 
of the crowd, eager for a sight of 
the quotations flashed on a strip 
of wall. 
- Rumors were rife. They multi- 
plied when the ticker began to run 
behind schedule. Men of sober 
judgment, unable to learn the lat- 
est selling prices of stocks they 
owned, became frantic. Many of 
them sold and took their losses. 


Most of the speculators were 
glum. The wise-crackers were few 
and they were ‘frowned on. One 
could see investors nervously 
chewing gum—nervously gripping 
unlighted cigars between their 
teeth. At noon, in a crowded 
blackboard room, a young wife en- 
tered to stand by the side of her 
husband. Neither spoke when she 
came in. The husband was mak- 
ing notations on a pad of paper 
They withdrew to a corner and 
talked in whispers. Then they 
went to the counter. They were 
getting out, obviously not on the 
profit side. 

In virtually all the brokerage 
houses, when the ticker was run- 
ning from an hour and a half to 
two hours behind time. a few stock 
quotations, up to the minute, came 
over the bond ticker. They 4id 
little to mitigate that sense of panic 
that strikes men who have marginal

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WALL STREET CRASH LIFTS 
INCUBUS FROM BUSINESS: 


BRITISH ECONOMIST SAYS 


Foreign Markets Heave a Sigh of Relief and 
Steadier Tone Reflects Their Hopeful- 


ness, Declares

LONDON, Oct. 25.—No one can 

wish for a Wall street crash who 

thinks of it in terms of the indi- 


viduals involved. But it is easier 
for an Englishman than it would 
be for an American to take an ob- 
jective view of what is happening 
from the standpoint of world busi- 
ness. 

Looking at it this way we over 
here cannot help heaving a big 
sigh of relief at what seems like 
the removal of an incubus which 
has been lying heavily on the busi- 
ness life of the whole world out- 
side America. This is actually re- 
flected already in the markets on 
this side. 

We have our own troubles af- 
fecting certain groups of specula- 
tive stocks but first-class British 
securities are stonger in the mar- 
ket today than they have been for 
months. And there is in authori- 
tative circles a new spirit of hope- 
fulness about the future. 

Is this a paradox? I do not 
think so. The extraordinary spec- 
ulation on Wall Street in the past 
months had driven up the rate of 
interest to an unprecedented level. 
Since the gold.standard insures a 
high degree of mobility of inter- 
national lending, this meant dear 
money everywhere, But nothing 
has happened to enable industry 
and enterprise outside of America 
to support a higher rate than 
before. 

The result is that new enter- 
prise is damped down in countries 
thousands of miles from Wall 
Street and commodity prices have 
been falling. And this was due to 
a wholly artificial cause. 

If the recent high rate of inter- 
est had lasted another six months, 
it would have been a real disaster. 
But now after the drastic and even 
terrible events of the last few days 
we see daylight again. There 


seems a chance of an epoch of 
cheap money ahead. This wil] be 
in the real interest of America just 
as much as elsewhere. 

I should not be surprised if mon- 
ey in America were soon to be- 
come very cheap indeed. I hope 
the Federal Reserve Bank in New 
York will now take the first op- 
portunity of putting its rate down. 
I am sure that the Bank of En- 
gland will not be slow to follow 
suit and then perhaps enterprise 
throughout the world. can get go- 
ing again. Incidentally commodity 
prices will recover and farmers 
will find themselves in better 
shape. 

I may be a bad prophet speak- 
ing in this way, but I am sure I 
am reflecting the first instinctive 
reaction of English financial opin- 
ion to today’s situation. We don’t 
expect any serious direct conse- 
quences resulting from the Wall 
street slump except to a limited 
number of Anglo-American securi- 
ties which are actively dealt in 
both here and in New York. 

On the other hand we find the 
longer look ahead decidedly en- 
couraging. We hope American in- 
vestors will keep their heads cool. 
This means two things—first, that 
they will not put stock prices back 
to dizzy heights as soon as pres- 
sure is removed; secondly, that 
they will appreciate that what is 
happening is a bull point for world 
prosperity and will serve in the 
long run to strengthen the position 
of sound shares. 

To an outside observer on the 
other side of the Atlantic, what 
has happened is something which 
seemed certain to happen sooner 
or later and. if so, better sooner 
than later. For it was surely im- 
possible that stocks should con- 
tinue standing at a level where 
their yield was one-third of the 
interest speculators had to pay to 
carry the stocks. 

The relative yield of stocks and 
loans was an impossibility as a 
permanency. I consider this to be 
the root cause of the crash. 


being sold out two weeks ago, 
chuckled yesterday at the money 
he had saved.

“While widespread liquidation was 
expected, there was little anticipa- 
tion of demoralization carried to 
extremes. With a breathing space 
over the week-end, the market, I 
believe, is likely to recover. Many 
stocks have already rebounded. 
Losses have been extensive. I think 
I may conservatively say that.” 

George Witsma, partner in the 
firm of Oliver J. Anderson & Co., 
said: “‘Many stocks were selling far 
beyond the value that was indicat- 
ed by their earnings. The market 
was Oversold to an extreme degree. 
Many investors were in far beyond 
their depth. The washing out 
process, long delayed, was inev- 
itable. Last week, many margin 
accounts were in a weak condition. 
More money had to be put up. 
Then call went in for more margin 
money and thousands of accounts 
were sold out. There was more 
selling of stop-loss orders. The 
fact that stocks have declined does 
not mean that the assets of cor- 
porations represented by them have 
decreased. It simply means that 
many speculators have suffered ex- 
tensive losses.’’ 

T. T. Francis, head of Francis, 
Brother & Co., made the most la- 
conic comment on the break in 
prices: “It was a hell of a day. We 
all admit that. We hope the worst 
iv over. The stocks are bounding 
back.”

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GASTONIA GRAND 
JURY ONGE MORE 
REFUSES TOINDICT 


Makes Final Report to 
Judge After Order to Re- 
sume Murder and Kidnap- 
ing Inquiry.

GASTONIA, N. C., Oct. 2?5.—The 
Gaston County grand jury, which 
yesterday was admonished . by 
Judge Hoyle Sink of the Gaston 
Superior Court to continue its in- 
quiry into the death of Mrs. Ella 
May Wiggins and kidnaping of 
three labor leaders, today handed 
its final report to the Judge and 
was dismissed for the term of 
court, 

The report dealt only with local 
affairs and did not mention the 
two cases in which it yeste: day re- 
fused to indict men hela by the 
Coroner in connection with the 
slaying of Mrs. Wiggins by a mob 
and by Judge Thomas J. Shaw in 
the kidnaping cases 

When the jury reported late yes- 
terday that it had not found evi- 
dence sufficient to indict in either 
case, Judge Sink told the iurors it 
was their duty to continue the in- 
quiry. “This is a homicide you are 
investigating, gentlemen,’ he said. 
referring to the Wiggins case, “and 
your investigation nto it should 
not cease until every poss‘ble ef- 
fort has been made to clear up the 
murder of the woman.” 

Dismissal of the vrand ‘ury to- 
day ends all inquiries into the vari- 
ous mob cases in this section, for 
the present at least. There have 
been unverified reports that other 
arrests would be mave in the Wig- 
gins case but officiais have denied 
these. 


SURVEY OF STOCK MARKET

King Wants Committee on Banking

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Jury Finds Ex-Secretary Fall Guilty of Bribe-Taking

while physicians still worked fever- 
ishly over the unconscious Thomp- 
son on the floor. 

An extraordinary display of bit- 
terness, especially toward Justice 
Hitz, burst from the defense ranks 
immediately when court had been 
adjourned. Doheny, leaving the 
room, turned at the door, shook 
his fist at the empty bench, and 
screamed an accusation of unfair- 
ness at the absent justice. The livid 
demonstration came to a climax 
when chief of defense counsel 
Frank Hogan, standing over the 
prostrate form of Thompson, and 
alluding to the fact that some of 
the jurors had smiled upon enter- 
ing the courtroom earlier, snarled 
at the crowd: 

“Tell that damned jury to come 
back and smile at this.” 

It was the first reverse suffered 
by the dapper little Washington at- 
torney in a succession of criminal 
trials growing out of the oil scan- 
dal. Previously he had been suc- 
cessful in defending Fall and Do- 
heny on the conspiracy charge. 
and in obtaining the acquittal of 
Stewart on charges of perjury and 
contempt. The display of disap- 
pointment and bitterness which 
came from him and his associates 
today was remarkable when con- 
from the professional 
standpoint.” 

“Only the Beginning.” 

‘This is only the beginning of 
this case,’’ he said in a statement 
to reporters, The case was virtu- 
ally tried by the court. In view of 
the courts instructions, the jury 
had almost no choice but to bring 
in a verdict of guilty. We are not 
through.” 

From the brilliant and indefatig- 
able Owen Roberts, who has borne 
the burden for the Government in 
all the numerous oil cases, and 
who had seen one defendant after 
another acquitted by Washington 
juries which admittedly did not 
understand the evidence, came a 
stern expression of satisfaction. 

“This verdict should be a tonic 
for the entire country.” he said. 
“It was not a pleasant ‘task to ask 
for the conviction fo an aged man 
in Fall’s physical condition, but the 
health of the body politic is far 
more important than the feelings 
of any individual, no matter how 
pathetic.”’ 

Change Overnight. 

The hours of rest brought forth 
a startling change, for the first 
ballot this morning disclosed that 
the jury stood 11 to 1 for convic- 
tion. The one holdout was a man. A 
sixth ballot found his stand un- 
changed, but on the seventh the 
jury was unanimous for conviction 
and unanimously in favor of rec- 
ommending mercy to the Court. 

From what could be learned lat- 
er, it appeared that the conversion 
of the majority of the jurors from 
acquittal to conviction had been 
accomplished by the labor of an 
intelligent and tactful foreman, 
Thomas E. Norris, 28-year-old tell- 
er in a local savings bank. 

His analysis of the evidence in 
the jury room was credited with 
having convinced all four of the 
women jurors that Fall was guilty. 
Nevertheless, the outcome of the 
trial was generally attributed in 
large part to the manner in which 
it was conducted by Justice Hitz. 

It is no coincidence that the two 
verdicts of guilty in the oil cases 
have both been returned by juries 
in his court. 

Subtle Stage Settings. 

Stage settings subtly calculated 
to appeal to the jurors’ sympathies 
have been uniform features of ev- 
ery oil case in which Hogan has 
had charge of the defense. Weep- 
ing women, venerable men, old 
friends of the defendants, pictur- 
esque character witnesses and a 
generous mixture of clergymen, 
have been fixtures of the defense 
in each instance. The defense of 
Fall was no exception, but the ef- 
fect was largely nullified by the 
stern measures of the presiding 
justice. 

When it was necessary to take 
Fall in and out of the courtroom 
in a wheel chair, Justice Hitz saw 
to it that his entrances and exits 
were not made in the jury’s pres- 
ence. Once when the wheel chair 
was not promptly removed after 
Fall’s arrival and transference to 
the leather chair, the justice 
turned to the bailiff and sharply 
commended him to “Take that 
vehicle out of here before the ju7y 
is brought in.”’ 

When Thompson, in tracing the 
alleged ancient friendship between 
Fall and-Doheny, launched into a 
mellow yarn beginning with a 
meeting between “a _ red-haired 
youth. and a dark-haired boy,” the 
justice interrupted to declare that 
“the color of their hair has noth- 
ing to do with this case.”’ 

Hogan was permitted, 
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closing argument, to dwell 
length upon the part taken by eo 
late Edwin Denby, Secretary of the 
Navy, Theodore Roosevelt and oth- 
ers in drafting the lease of Elk 
Hills, and he was allowed to con- 
clude with an appeal to the jury 
to “send this old man back to the 
sunlight of New Mexico, 
Warned Against Sympathy. 
But in his charge, Justice Hitz 
told the jury that they were not 
concerned with actions of officials 
other than Fall, that . sympathy 
should play no part in their delib- 
eration, and that the sunlight of 
New Mexico was a concern of the 
weather man, not the jurors. 
Throughout the trial the veteran 
jurist persistently deflated the 
theatrical act of the defense and 
persistently held the jury to a con- 
sideration of the facts. 
Moreover, he permitted the 
prosecution to introduce evidence 
showing Fall's part in leasing the 
Teapot Dome reserve to Sinclair. 
Although admittedly a separate 
transaction from the leasing of Elk 
Hills to Doheny, the prosecution 
contended, and the Court ruled, 
that it tended to show whether 
Fall was pursuing a corrupt policy 
in connection with the reserves 
The picture of the two “old pros- 
pectors,” Fall and Doheny, was 
considerably less touching after 
the burly figure of Sinclair was 
thrust into it. Although no evi- 
dence of the fact was admitted, it 
was apparent that some of the 
jurors knew that Sinclair was in 
ail. 
Fall and Doheny Together. 
Half an hour before court was 
set to convene today, it was ru- 


mored that the jury, locked up for. 


the night, had arrived at a verdict. 
Shortly before the appointed hour, 
one side of the courtroom began to 
fill with relatives, friends, attor- 
neys, witnesses and other persona! 
attaches of the defendant, Present- 
ly Fall, gray and grim, swathed in 
blankets and followed by his doctor 
and nurse, was rolled in and slow- 
ly transferred to the easy chair. 
The equally aged Doheny arose 
from his seat in the courtroom and 
took a seat by Fall inside the rail- 
ing. 

Reports that the verdict would 
be guilty, persisted, and gloom and 
apprehension’ _ settled ominously 
over the defense ranks, which was 
deepened when a “‘egro maid. sig- 
nificantly armed with a pitcher of 
ice water and a towel, came in 
and seated herself near Mrs. Fall 
and her daughters. 

An expression of 
swept over the face of Fall’s 
younger daughter as the _ signifi- 
cance of this preparation dawned 
on her. 

25 Minutes of Suspense. 

Twenty-five minutes after time 
for court to convene—25 minutes 
of suspense—counsel for both sides 
were summoned to the Judge's 
chambers, This was another omi- 
nous sign for the defense, since it 
could only be explained on the 
ground that the Justice wanted to 
confer on the matter of motions

reported Fall “guilty, as charged 
in the indictment.” There was a 
smothered scream from among the 
Fall women, and Mrs. Chase faint- 
ed. Her sister’s choking sobs

Jury Told of Fall’s Illness. 

Justice Hitz directed the jurors 
to be seated, telling them that, since 
they had rendered a verdict, he de- 
sired to inform them of something 
which had occurred in their ab- 
sence from the court room. He 
then narrated how Fall’s physical 
condition had reached such a stage 
several days ago that the justice 
had acused medical examinations 
to be made of him, and on the 
strength of the reports had sub- 
mitted to counse] that the trial 
should not go on. Counsel for the 
Government, he continued, had 
agreed to declare a mistrial and 
continue the case until a time 
when Fall’s condition had _ im- 
proved, but Fall’s own attorneys 
had demanded that the trial pro- 
ceed and on their insistence the 
court had directed that it proceed. 
The justice felt that the jurors 
should be informed of these facts, 
now that their duty was ended. 

It was an unpalatable ciscourse 
for Hogan, whose courtroon, strat- 
egy had been responsible for the 
completion of the trial, and his 
manner belied his teelinge as he 
announced that he would enter a 
motion for a new trial ana arrest 
of judgment.

**“The Little Black Satchel.” 

It was on the night of Nov. 30, 
1921, that young Ned Doheny— 
since murdered by an insane sec- 
retary—arrived at Fall’s Washing- 
ton apartment with the little black 
satchel containing $100,000 in 
$1000 bills, sent from New York 
by the elder oil_magnate. At that 
time negotiations had been secret- 
ly instituted for the leasing of the 
vast naval oil field by Fall to the 
Doheny interests. Already Fall 
had secretly leased the Teapot 
Dome property in Wyoming to 


, Harry Sinclair and had _ received 


from Sinclair, in the Washington 
railroad yards, a package contain- 
ing $230,000 in Liberty bonds. 

Th? facts were eventually 
brought to light in the course of 
two investigations by the Senate, 
one launched in 1923, and the oth- 
er in 1928, in both of which Sena. 
tor Walsh of Montana took the 
leading part. 

Three years is the maximum 
term of imprisonment fap a Fed- 
eral officer who allows himsef to 
be influenced in his officia) actions 
by the receipt of:money or other 
gratuity, and the law provides that 
he may be fined in a sum not ex- 
ceeding three times the amount of 
the bribe.

‘This verdict should go a long 
way toward restoring public confi- 
dence in the jury system and in 
the whole administration of jus- 
tice. After many disappointments 
we have finally demonstrated that 
it is possible to convict a faithless 
public official of a crime even 
when he is surrounded with every 
legal and financial resource and 
when he presents the most pathetic 
claims on the jury’s sympathy.

Had Been in Hospital Since 
December, 1927—Was 
80 Years Old.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., Oct. 24. 
Mrs. Lemira Goodhue, mother of 
Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, wife of the 
former President, died at the Coo- 
ley-Dickinson Hospital last night. 

Mrs. Goodhue had been @ pae 
tient at ihe hospital since ec. Il, 
: 27. On that date she suffered 
an attack of influenza from which 
she tater rallied. Later she re- 
lapsed due to the infirmities of 
old age and had several sinking 
spells, two of which brought Mrs, 
Coolidge from the White House te 
ber mother’s bedside. 

Since her return to Northampton, 
Mrs. Coolidge spent two. hours 
daily with her mother. Coolidge 
also was a frequent visitor at the 
hospital. Mrs. Coolidge was at the 
bedside.

| Inquiry on Whether There 


Was Negligence in Order- 
ing Vessel From Port in 
Storm. 


By the Associated Press. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 25.— 


Seven bodies have been recovered 
and 12 others, each wearing a life 
belt, have been seen near the 
wreckage of the Grand Trunk car 


ferry Milwaukee which went down 
with a crew of 564 in Tuesday's 
storm, 

Six boats today continued the 
search in the vicnity where the 
other bodies and wreckage werc 
seen last night, 15 miles south- 
east of Kenosha, Wis. The vessei 
was on its way to Grand Haven. 
Mich., when it was wrecked. 

The story of the actual events 


will never be told. The body of 
Capt. Robert “Bad Weather” Mc- 
Kay of Grand Haven, 50 years in 
the service, was the first identi- 
fied. 

Federal investigators are laying 
plans for an investigation of the 
tragedy, one of the worst since the 
Lady Elgin disaster in 1860. The 


tion Service, through Capt. Wil- 
liam A. Collins of Milwaukee. 
wanted to know if the sinking of 
the vessel] was due to negligence 
of those who ordered the ship to 
clear port in the face of storm 
warnings or if the manner of 
handling the ship was contributory 
to the tragedy. 

The Grand Trunk Commodore at 
Milwaukee, Capt. Charlies A. Mc- 
Laren, said his company welcomed 
“any investigation that may be 
made into the unfortunate affair," 
and added “my company would not 
knowingly take any risks either 
with the lives of its employes or 
with its property.” 

The first inkling that the car 
ferry, which sailed Tuesday morn- 
ing with 27 freight cars aboard, 
had gone down, came yesterday 
morning when two bodies were 
found. Later in the afternoon, the 
steamer Steel Chemist of Chicago 
discovered two more and just be- 
fore dusk, Coast Guardsmen re- 
covered the bodies of Captain Mc- 
Kay and the purser, A. Richard 
Sadon of Grand Haven. They were 
the only ones identified. Another 
was picked up by the steamer Al!- 
bert Gary. It was not scheduled 
to stop at Milwaukee but outside 
the. harbor entrance tied down its 
whistle until a tug came out and 
brought the body, apparently of a 
stoker, to shore. 

Meanwhile other boats had found 
covered life boats, the pilot house, 
and utensils from the galley float- 
ing on the lake. :

Purchase of three pieces of prop- 
erty in the Memorial Plaza site for 
$193,275 was approved by the Cit- 


inittee yesterday. 

One, in the section of the site 
of the Municipal Auditorium, has 
been the object of negotiation be- 
tween the city and the Peck estate 
for years.

The Marion Manufacturing 
Co. provides houres for its em- 
ployes. I have examined these 
houses witr consideralle care. 
They are rented o the employes 
at the incredibly iow cc: ét of 20 
cents per room per week That 
means that a four-rocm house 
rents for $3.20 a month on the 
basis of four weeks to the 
month. None of these houses 
has running water Their 
water supply comes from 
pumps 

The houscs are ot the cheap- 
est possible construction. 1 have 
tried to pry the boards of these 
houses apart and have found 
that it could be done with my 
little finger 

fwo to Five in a Bed. 

A four-rocm house in which 
12 people may be living, is just 
this. It is a box witn an un- 
screened porch It has three 
living rooms and a kitchen. In 
each of the living rocrms there 
are. normaly. two dout je beds. 
In these do' ble beds there sicep 
anywhere from two to five 
people, dep: nding on their ages. 

In the kitchen is being cooked 
the family food, which consists 
largely of flour biscuits. hom- 
iny, fatback—the cheapest sort 
of salt pork—and coffee which 
will be served without cream or 
sugar. 

The Sheriff, Oscar 
who was a grocer up to the 
time he was elected Sheriff, 
told me that the mill people in- 
sist on eating the finest of 
food. 

“Why.” he said, “they eat 
Palace flour and that’s good 
enough so that I eat it myself.” 

I want, therefore, in fairness 
to give the report of the other 
side—to say that there are au- 
thorities who assert that these 
1090 per cent Americans of the 
American mills eat flour good 
enough for Sheriff Adkins. But 
I must say that their babies, 
undernourished and dirty. play- 
ing about in the blazing red 
mud. do not look as though they 
ate food good enough for Sher- 
iff Adkins. 


No Plumbing Whatever. 


This box of a four-room house 
is set up on piles. All of East 
Marion is up and down, and the 
piles are fairly high. to accom- 
modate the slope of the hills. 
There is not the least vestige 
of plumbing or any other kind 
of water pipes in the houses. 

The yards are adorned only 
with rich North Carolina § red 
miud, except where some work- 
er has grown a flower garden— 
and when you are working, and 
your wife and the children of 
16 upward are working, from 
10 to 12 hours a day, you do 
not give a great deal of atten- 
tion to gardening. 

This packing box on stilts 
above a welter of red clay is 
the refuge, the castle, the whole 
home of most of these work- 
men at Marion; it is their re- 
ward for their work of 10 or 
12 hours a day: it is the way 
in which we teach them that 
in this blessed country the re- 
sults ef honest labor are a 
splendor unlike that of the hov- 
els of the old world. 

Gov. Max Gardner of North 
Carolina, himself a mill owner, 
has said in a recent report on 
the Carolina textile industry 
that North Carolina has been 
grievously misrepresented in the 
matter of wages, because a part 
of the mill workers’ pay is tak 
en out in houses—such admuir- 
able houses I have just de- 
scribed—which are provided by 
the company at a low rent. 

And it is true that the rent 
is tow. In Marion, it is only 
°0 cents a room per week. That 
is low, isn’t it? 

But unfortunately it happens 
that precisely such bonny 
homes, owned by private per- 
sons and let for a profit. in 
Marion, rent for $10 a month, 
so that all that the mill its giv- 
ing to the workers in the way 
of free rent, to be added to 
their earnings of from $5 to $13 
a week per person, is $680 a 
month. And when you divide 
$6.80 a month among two to 12 
people living in each cottage, it 
is not a tremendous increase. 

Gov. ~Gardner’s own mill in 
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Shelby, WN. C., is among the 
model mills of the South. The 
houses which he himself gives 
to the workers are not at all 
the type I have described. But 
nevertheless, mill owner and 
Governor though he be, I sug- 
gest that his arithmetic is a lit- 
tle twisted. And I suggest that 
he, who has done nothing as 
yet about appointing a com- 
mittee to investigate conditions 
at Marion, might go there and 
try living in one of those paste- 
board boxes under which the 
wind howls in winter. 

If a man is to acept the re- 
sponsibilities of so high an 
office as that of Govenor of the 
State, it would seem to me to 
be noblesse oblige for him to 
share the lot of his humblest 
constituent. There was a time, 
before we became modernized 
and efficient, when kings prided 
themselves upon their willing- 
ness to bear sword and share 
meat with his humblest sub- 
ject. There was even, a long. 
long time before that, a man 
in Galilee who lived with the 
poorest and humblest. 

It is doubtless too much to 
expect anything so quixotic 
from the Governor of a State. 
But if Max Gardner will go to 
Marion, with his family, and 
live in one of Mr. Baldwin's 
mill-cottages all winter, and 
work, under normal conditions, 
and this. of course, implies that 
all of his family will also work, 
in the mill, then I think that 
the Carolina situation will be 
solved before spring. 


Free Electric Lights. 


It must be stated that, in ad- 
dition to this tremendous de- 
crease in house rent, tue worker 
at Marion and other sSoutherp 
mill villages gets free electric 
light. So far as 1 have been 
able to find out, this free elec- 
tric light costs the company $3 
a month per house, at ‘the most. 
I should think it would cost 
very much less, becatse when 
you have worked from 10 to 12 
hours a day—when you are 
looking forward to arriving at 
the mill at 6:45 each morning 
—you dv not ordinarily sit up 
very late reading detective sto- 
ries and consuming electric 
light. 

One of the most 
things about the mill-cottage 
situation in Carolina is that 
every prosperous and reasona- 
ble man to whom you. talk 
about it, North or South, says: 
“Well, perhaps their houses 
aren't so good when you take it 
from the standpoint of people 
like you and me. I guess we 
wouldn't iike it so well to live 
there. But you gotta remember 
that the folks in those houses 
are just down from the moun- 
tains, where they have been liv- 
ing in log cabins, and to them 
these houses are a luxury.” 

In the first place, this com- 
forting theory happens to be 
entirely inaccurate. The miuill- 
cottages are not better than the 
mountain log cabins of Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky and the 
Carolinas. I asked several minti- 
or officials of the Marion Man- 
ufacturing Co. wherein the cot- 
tages are definitely better. They 
said that the mill-cottages were 
superior to the mountain log 
cabins in three respects: in 
that they have electric lights, 
in that they are painted. and 
in that they have board floors 
instead of floors of beaten 
earth. 


Board Fioors Lone Advantage. 


This, of course, comes down 
to exactly one advantage—that 
of the board floors. Electric 
lights are of no particular val- 
ue to men who work from 10 
to 12 hours a day and who do 
not sit up and read. They 
would be quite as well served by 
kerosene lamps or by candles. 
And the flimsy boards, how- 
ever well painted, are decidedly 
less good material for nouses, 
for protection against summer 
heat and winter cold. than hon- 
est logs. 

The genera!| theory, you see, 
is that the mill companies, in 
bringing down this “cheap and 
satisfied labor” from the moun- 
tains, are giving the barbaric 
mountain horde a splendid leg- 
up on the way to general 
American prosperity. There- 
fore, such is their theory, how- 
ever primitive the mill-cottages 
at such places as Marion, it is 
at least a splendid beginning, 
and the workers should be 
grateful for it. 


But the unpleasant truth is 
that—aside from the suggested 
fact that these cottages are not 
actually quite so good as the 
mountaineers’ log cabins—once 
you take a man and his family 
from the seclusion of the wil- 
derness to what is jocularly 
called a-.*civilized community.”

ROME, Oct. 25. — Popolo di 
Roma today said the possibility of 
Italy’s asking for extradition of 
Fernando di Rosa, who attempted 
yesterday in Brussels to assassinate 
Crown Prince Humbert, was being 
considered.

INDICTED FOR FRAUD 
N VETERANS’ HOSPITAL 


Arkansan Accused of Misusing 
$36,313 of Government’s 
and Patients’ Money. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 25.— 
J. J. Hudson, former special dis- 


bursing agent of the United States 
Veterans’ Hospital at Fort Logan 
H. Roots, was indicted Tuesday by 
the United States grand jury on 
charges of mishandling of patients’ 
money and public funds. These 
charges were among the 137 indict- 
ments returned, which is a record 
number for the eastern district of 
Arkansas. 

Five charges were returned 
against Hudson who, is is alleged, 
not only stole money from the 
Government, but also embezzled 
funds entrusted to him by inmates, 
all of whom are suffering from 
various forms of shell shock. 

The indictment of Hudson fol- 
lowed an extensive investigation 
into the administration of the 
veterans’ hospital during the ad- 
| ministration of Dr. E. P. Bledsoe, 
who was transferred more than 
a year ago. 

Irregularities in the handling of 
$36,313.25 are alleged in the in- 
dictments against Hudson. Of this 
sum $31,563.57 was said to be in 
public funds belonging to the Gov- 
ernment, while $4,749.68 was the 
property of the veterans. Hudson 
is accused of embezziement, mak- 
ing false entries, destroying rec- 
ords, failing to account for public 
funds which he handled and con- 
verting funds to his personal uses. 
The sums involved range from 
$10.61 to $28,600.18 and the of- 
fenses are alleged to have occurred 
from Nov. 12, 1926, to February, 
1929. 

In 101 of the 137 indctments, 
violations of the national prohibi- 
tion act are alleged. Nine involve 
alleged violations of the postal laws, 
| seven are based on the Mann act, 
| five on the Dyer interstate motor 
| vehicle theft act, three on the Har- 
rison anti-narcotic act, one on in- 
tersiate commerce laws and the 
remainder are for alleged mishan- 
dling of funds. '

The ring will be ltocated in the 
center of the Arena floor, with 
seats installed all around it. There 
seats will be sold for $4.99 plus a 
tax of $1 which will make them 
cost $5.99 each. General admission 
tickets will be sold for $1.10 and 
there will be seats for $1.65, — 
and $3.30. 

Because of the fact there are no 
posts to obstruct the view, the 
$1.10 seats will proye very popular 
for it has long been recognized 
that a great number of cheap seats 
are necessary for the success of 
boxing ventures in this city. 


Starts Activity 
Among Waterfowl

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 25.— 
While the cold snap was nipped in 
the bud Thursday before it got 
well under way, the lowering tem- 
peratures early in the week did 
start some activity among migra- 
tory waterfowl. While conditions 
have been gradually improving for 
the wild fowler, the squirrel hunt- 
ers in some sections of the state, 
have noticed a marked decrease 
in the number of both red and fox 
squirrels seen. These, it is be- 
lieved, are moving toward wooded 
areas adjacent to field where corn 
is- yet in the shock. 

Geese, mallards, teal and brant 
in small flocks have been observed 
this week on Marine and Scobee 
lakes in Adair County. Either of 
the lakes, 100 acres and 10 acres 
in size, respectively, can be reached 
via the lL. & St. L. Railroad. There 
is some hunting also along the Salt 
and Fabius rivers in that section. 

Geese, mallards and teal in scat- 
tered flocks have been observed 
on the Missouri River in Howard 
and Boone counties. 

The outlook is good for duck 
hunting on the Missouri, Missis- 
sippi and Cuivre rivers in SBt. 
Charles, Lincoln and St. Jauis 
counties. Winfield, Elsberry, St. 
Charles, Chesterfield and Old Mon- 
roe are considered good duck bhunt- 
ing outfitting points at this time. 
Guides can be procured for $5 a 
day; boats at $1 a day; farmhouse 
accommodations ™for $2.25 a day; 
hotel, $5 a day; cabin, $2.25 a day. 
State highways Nos. 40, 61, 94 and 
56 lead to these various duck hunt- 
ing points. The Burlington, Wa- 
bash and Kansas & Texas railroads 
also serve this section. Mallards, 
teal, canvas backs, brant and cryt 
in flocks ranging in size from 
small to large have been observed. 

Duck hunting conditions are fair 
on Missouri River sloughs between 
Sandy Hook and Lupus in Moni- 
teau County. Small flocks of mal- 
lards and tea’ have been observed. 
Sandy Hook is reached by State 
Highway No. 12A and the Missouri 
Pacific line. Accommodations may 
be had for $2 a day. 

No ducks have been observed on 
the Gasconade River in Phelps 
County but some have been seen 
at the mouth of the Osage River. 
Small flocks of mallards and teal

N nearly all homes it is a con-

in the kitchen. Probably the 
most satisfactory clothes drying 
rack on the market now is one that 
is suspended from the ceiling.
